Iregret to record the death of Dr. Buchez, who 
died suddenly at Rodez while travelling for plea- 
He was born the 3lst of March, 1796, in a 
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aged 69 years at hisdeath. He took an active part 
in the political struggle against the Restoration. 
He founded, with his friends Bazard and Flottard, 
the French Charbonnerie (a famous secret political 
society). Compromised in the Belfort conspiracy 
which cost Gen. Berton, Col. Caron, and the four 
Rochelle sergeants their lives, he was tried and 
acquitted. He then resumed his medical studies, 
took the degree in 1825, and simultaneously pur- 
sued with great ardor politics, natural science, 
philosophy, and history. He had an active share 
in the foundation of St. Simonism, but in “ L’Euro- 
péen” he advocated a neocatholic system, called 
Buchezism. He advocated in this same paper the 
doctrines of socialism. When the Revolution of 
1830 brought him back to political life, he founded 
with his friends the Société des Amis du Peuple. 
He, with M. Roux-Lavergne (who has since become 
a friest), published between 1833-48 “The Parlia- 
mentary History of the French Revolution,” in forty 
octavo volumes. After the Revolution of 1848 he 
was elected by the Seine a representative, and be- 
came President of the Constituent Assembly. On 
the invasion of the Assembly on the 15th of May. 
he ceased to be president. After this event he 
voted with the more moderate members. He was 
not elected to the Legislative Assembly. After this 
epoch he entered private life,and pursued with ear- 
nestness his medical and physiological studies. 
He was unmarried “ because his voluntary poverty 
interdicted him the joys of family life,” it was stated 
in a speech made at the grave. He died hallowed 
by all the sacraments of the Roman Catholic Church.
